seventy-two words, and those lines two inches apart, my 
brain turns. Gracious heaven! If I am ‘doomed to be 
wretched, wury me beneath Iceland snows, and let me 
feed on blubbers stretch me uader the burning line, and 
dey me thy propitious dews; nay, if it be thy will, suf- 
fucate me with the infected and pestilential air of a demo- 
cratic club-room: but save me from the desk of an attor- 
ney !——-Mr, Holland was but Tittle in the chambers himself.

Theatre for amusement, had been kept iu a constant state of 
alarm and terror,—This demand; 6¢ claim of right, which they 
called it (but he, Mr. M. for his part, knew not where suc 
right existed), they insisted they wefe -at liberty to exercise. 
It had been said that the audience of a Theatre bad the rig. 
of expressing their disapprobation ¢ that custom had given thei

Mr. Savage stated, that on the evening of the 18ih of Sep, 
tember, the time when Covent-garden Theatre opened, he went 
to the boxes of that theatre. When the performances had 
concluded, he was in the front row of ove of the front boxes, 
and the pressure was se great, that he and others who, were in 
the front rews, were obliged to stand upon the cushions some 
tine. A person came behind him, pulled bim by his cont, 
and told him he was injuring his property by standing upon the 
cushion; tre replied, that if he was injuring any persou’s pro- 
perty, he was willing to make if good, as it was linpos.!ble 
to stand any where else, the crowd behind was ¢o extreme! y 
great. Ina few minutes after that, he was seized hy the 
collar, by a may whom he did not know, and turned out of 
the box of the theatre. At the time he was turned out of the 
theatre, he saw Macmanus, the ollicer, In two daysafier he 
saw Macmanus again, aod inguired of him, if he knew Who 
it was that tarned him oul of the theatre, when be replied, ic 
wag Jackson, the prize-fighter, A few days since he sav 
Macmanus again, when he repeated the same deicrip(ign of 
the man: that it was Jackson, ae P 
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Mr. Reabd asked Mr. Savage if Mr. Jackson, who stood by 
his side, was the persou who turved him out of the theatre ?— 
To which he replied that he did net Know, Mr. R. observed, 
as that was the case, how was it gossible for hiw to swear to ; 
the information to eoable him to obtain the warrant ?—Mr. | 
Savage acknowledged that he had never seen Mr. Jackson be- 
fore in his life to his knowledge; but he resembled the man 
who torned bim out of the Theatre; he had too much sense of 
the solemnity of an oath to swear to a person fhe was not quite | 
positive of; and that he had sworn to the tufyrmation merely 

upon what Macoamus had said. 

Mr. Jackson, in his defen-e, said, that on the 18ih day of 
September he dined with General Gwynne, Col. M‘Donel, 
Captaius Barelay and Hanbury, and others, at the Piazza 
Coffee-house!! Aficr dinner they went to Covent-garden 
Theatre. He did not recollect seeing Macmanus in the course 
of the night. Wwe and the above Gentlemen left the Theatre 
rion after the performances were over, and returned to the 
Piazza Coffee-house, at half-past eleven o’clock, to sapper! 
which he €ould prove by the above gentlemen, the waiters of 
the house and otber:, and that he was at home, ia Grosvenor- 
ftreet, Pimlico, at the time when Mr, Savage said he was 
turned owt of the Theatre. 

Some of the gentlemen’ who were in company with Mr. 
Jackson, at the Theatre, attended to prove Mr. Jacksou's 
statement, 

Mr, Savage urged to have the decision postponed till Mac- 
manus could attend, 

Mr. Reap refused, but said, if Macmanus would cepeat 
what Mr. Savage had said, he should bave another warrant, 

Mr. Jackson was discharged.
